Mrs. Nack Goes on Witness Stand 


This Morning and Tells the Story 


of 
Guldensisppe's Murder. 


Asabel Aidricii. 


h, a substantial and re- 


spccte1 citizen of Clarksburg, died at his 
home in that town Tncscay night in the 
SOth year or his age. His death was due 
to old <ip;r> and a complication ot diseases, 
among wbicli was a trouble of the heart. 


Mr. Aldrich passed the most of his long 


life in Clarksburg. He was a farmer and 
was well known and highly respected as 
an upright man and a good citizen. He 
had been for many years a member of tbe 
Methodist church in Stamford, Vt;., and 
was a consistent and conscientious Chris- 
tian man. 


Inat winter Mr. and Mrs. Aldrich cele- 


brated the fiOth anniversary of their mar- 
riage ancl the occasion was one of much 
Interest to their neighbors and many 
friends. 


Mr. Aldrich leaves besides his wife three 


sons and o daughter, all living in the 
"West. The sons are triplets. 


The funeral will be attended from the 


house Saturday afternoon at 2.30 o'clock, 
llev. F. O. Wma-s, [c^tor of the Stamford 
Methodist churcb, will officiate and the 
interment will be in tho Clarksburg ceme- 
tery.

New York, Nov. 10.—The most sensn- r 


tional event that has ever occurred in a 
criminal trial in this state took place this 
morning when court convened at Long 
Island City and the case of Martin Thorn 
for tbe murder ot William Gnldensuppe 
was resumed. The rumor that Mrs. Nack, 
Taorn's supposed accomplice in the mur- 
der, was to coniets, had gained credence, 
and there wss an excited crowd at the 
court room doors long befoie they were 
opcuod. 


The rumor was true ard Mrs. Augusta 


Nack his confessed, Martin Thorn is be- 
trayed by the woman who incited him to 
the most revolting butchery of William 
Guldensuppe. 


She was put on the witness stand as 


soon as court opened this morning. She 
stood within three feet of Thorn, and 
during her evidence his lace was a study. 
She was dressed in black and looked well. 
Her face was flushed and showed intense 
excitement. 
Judge Weller began direct 


examination immediately. 
He gradu- 


ally led her up lo the time she left her 
husband and lived with Guldtnsuppe. 
She told of the fight between Thorn and 
Guldeniiuppo, m which the latter kicked 
Thorn oown btairs and Thorn swore 
he would kill his rival. 


She and Thorn went to Woodside and 


hired a house and Thorn told her he 
would "do" Guldensuppe in that house 
and for her to bring GuldenBUppe there- 
"I had to do as Martin told rne to do," 
said Mrs. Nuck. She said that on June 
25, the day of the crime, she and Gulden- 
suppe left New York between 9 and 10 
o'clock and wcct to the cottage. She 
told him to go up stairs, while she wen* 
into the yard. In a moment she heard a 
shot. Thorn came running down and 
said. "I've ihot him." He then told her | 
to go home and come back that evening. 


"When I came back," she testified, "he 


had everything packed in bundles. He 
handed me one containing Guldensuppe's 
clothes, and he took the head. 
We went 


to New York together on the lerry. 
I 


wont home, and Thorn went away. I saw 
Minlhateveauis- He said he had done 
away with the head. I don't know where 
he put it." 


She slid she purchased the oilcloth and 


wrapping herself. 
At this point Mrs. 


Nacc: broke down and cried. 
Thorn 


rather enjoyed her discomforture. 


Mr. Howe in cross-examination made 


the witness ackno^leago that the house 
in Wooclude was lented Jor the sole pur- 
pose ot killing Guldensuppe, and tbtt al^o 
decoyed him there, and oousrht the wrap- 
pers for the sole purpose nL doing up his 
body. She owned uo to the mosi cold- 
blooded ,md damning piep?rations for 
getting nd of her lover, all of which she 
had carefully planned with Thorn. 


On fmther examination Mrs. Naok said 


Thorn told her he dropped Guldensuppe's 
head Irom the rear of a 31th Street lerry 
boat. When asked why she confessed, 
she said "I don't want to have it on rny 
mind any longer." 


Mrs. 
Nacfc furthci testified that Tt'c-in 


has a syringe and threatened tc put 
something in it to destroy her eyesight 
and Guldensnppe's. This was the reason 
she was alraid of him. 


At this point ehe began to cry again, 


and said she made the statement of her 
own free-will to get it off her conscience. 
She said no promifee of any mercy had 
been made her, and she didn't care what 
the law dirt with her. 


She said she did not love Thorn. She 


did not see the body, but helped to tie up 
one of the Lundles containing it. 
She 


eaw blood in the bath room and in the 
front room. 
She carried the bundle 


containing- the body. 
Thorn carried the 


head. 
His two still torn infants were 


in bottles at her house. 


This last bit of e\idence puts a still 


worse light on the awful chapter of heiii- 
ous crime.

Among th j speakers wer" Dr John ^i?- 
com <>1'\V., in i c 'liege, i" K Kuuf aid 
llev 1 (J Smart, Rev Dr Decmson, Itov Dr 
Davis and Rev Dr Boynton of Boston. 
Dr. Boynton in the course ot his address 
on Sunday school publications said: 


Dr. Boynton made the three following 


points conspicuous in his address. First, 
the need. The new places in our land aire 
continually being settled in which there 
lire no religious organizations of any sort. 
Here the Sunday school missionary after 
a canvass is able to unite the people usu- 
ally in some such effort, putting some 
Christian man or woman at its head and 
encouraging it later by correspondence or 
by % isits or by putting it m connection 
w.th some near church or pastor. Our 
Congregational polity makes it more pos- 
sible to unite the varying elements than 
that of other denominations. In growing 
citias, also, there is frequent need for new 
organuations, of which the Sunday school 
makes the most economical and practica- 
ble beginning. 


Second, the work. The society, accord. 


ins to figures recently gathered, has work 
ot this iind in nearly 1100 places where 
there is i o other Christian work of any 
sort. W iatevor Christian influence there 
is in the;e communities emanates from 
these schools. It aids some 1500 schools 
each year with necessary literature and 
encouragement. About one Congrega- 
tional church every week has grown from 
these schools during the last doren years 
or more. The number of people, old and 
young, thus brought into some systematic 
study ol the word of God is counted by 
the hundred and hundreds of thous- 
ands. The number thus turned to a 
Christian life we do not undertake to 
enumerate. The whole tone of many of 
these places is altogether changed and 
uplifted. 


Third, the outlook. The society has
